TWO NEVADA ST. TENANTS MEETING: 


The meeting was open with prayer led by the chaplain. 

The new officers were installed by Frank Hutchins, Director of HUD Tenant 
Coalition. 

There was a discussion on a Black History Program, which will be held on 
February 18". 

There was also a discussion pertaining to the sick Committee. 

People that don’t pay dues will receive a card, and people who’s dues are paid 
will receive $15 dollars when sick. 

Mr. Hutchins spoke - saying all tenants once they move in automatically 
belong to the tenant association, and he urged the tenants to pay their dues. 
(12.00 a year) 

Mrs. Mitchell asked the tenants to pay their dues twice a year, six dollars in 
January and six dollars in June. New members’ cards will be ready at the next 
meeting. 

Mrs. Meritt ask for all floor captains to give their names and phone numbers to 
her.
